The recorded proceedings of Coun- 
cil at its regular meeiInz of Jue 
5th, 1934, were read and, on motion, 
were adopted and confirmed as writ- 
ten.

Members of Coun- 
cil are evidently of opinion tha’ 
small expenditures do not require 
the same degree .of supervision as 
that of larger expenditurey with the 
result that a great amount of our 
money is annually disbursed in small 
items without any apparent benefit 
to the town while the more impor- 
tant demands are allowed to suffer.

Law No. 1 under which this Counc!

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De-Bunking Mysteries ss. 


One of the traits which keeps humanity young and adds a zest to the 
mere act of living, is man’s capacity for wonder, his somewhat naive curi- 
osity in freaks, and his enthusiasm for the unusual or phenomenal in nature. 

It can scarcely be called a characteristic distinguishing homo sapiens 
from the beasts of the field or fireside, for the domestic cat or dog (to 
mention species coming within the range of everyman’s experience) shows 
a strangely similar capacity when confronted with something strange in its 
immediate environment. By test of paw or teeth, it ascertains whether the 
new experience is good or bad; just as man will, by more, complicated ex- 
periments it is true, attempt to rob the mysterious of its mystery. 

There is a reason, of course, for this outburst. ' 

Strange, eery aquatic monsters have beén sighted in diverse corners 
of the globe. Reports concerriing them have been considered of sufficient 
interest to warrant publication all over the world.” A British Columbia 
lake provided the first. thrill of the present series—a thrill which became 
familiar in everyone’s mouth under the euphonious title “Ogopogo”. The 
ocean, not to be outdone by & mere inland lake, immediately producéd 
another of these strange denizens of remote waters, which, christened 
“Cadobrosaurus” to fix the credit of its habitat to Varicouver Island, quickly 
acquired a popular name. As “Cady” it attracted as much attention from 
reporters and the general public, during its brief occupancy of the spotlight, 
as have the Quebec quintuplets of more recent and certain origin. 

France next came to’ bat with a claim on behalf of its particular pet, 
seen as through a glass darkly, but acclaimed a monster, a4 freak, a lusus 
naturae, or a throwback. The world was agog with speculation as to what 
manner of things these visioned creatures were. 3 

The sea serpent of myth and anecdote never attained such repute as 
the new genera. The sea serpent was too easily explained. It was either 
a snake which had strayed from its forest lair to essay adventure on the 
briny deep, or it was the gnarled and twisted trunk of a fair sized sapling 
which ocean currents indued with similitude of life. 

This was less easily explained. Its discoverers, whether in British Col- 
umbia, France, Scotland, Brazil or elsewhere—all stressed the fact “Ogo- 
pogo”, “Cady’’ or what-have-you, was different! Scientists were interview- 
ed by representatives of the popular press and, in unguarded moments 
suggested it was a relic of pre-historic times hurtled across the ages, in 
some inexplicable way, into A.D. 1933 or 34. 

It is to be regretted that Scotland should have been visited by one of 
these unknowns. The hard-headed Scot, on occasions such as the annivers- 
ary of Burns, may indeed be prone to vain imaginings and uncanny 
visions, but in his normal state, he is, essentially, “from Missouri’. 
Loch Lomond, which has induced many poems, caught the fashion. It pro- 
duced a freak seen from its “bonny banks’’, But when Loch Ness sought 
to uphold the dignity of salt-water—that was too much for the practical 
race north of the Twéed.

Postal Rocket Tested 


Will Speed Delivery Between Britain 
, France And Ireland 

The world’s first postal rocket has 
been tried out. near London by the 
postal authorities and judged suc- 
cessful. r 

Deep secrecy veiled the experiment 
with the rocket which, invented by 
Gerhard Zucker, German expert, was 
said to be the forerunner of a ser- 
vice calculated to give Great Britain 
one-minute postal contact with 
France and three-minute contact 
with Ireland. 

The rocket will carry 1,200 letters, 
bearing special stamps, it was learn- 
ed. It will be trained on Calais from 
Dover, or else across the Irish Sea, 
and the letters will be posted at the 
nearest postal point to where the 
rocket falls. 

The speed of the rocket is esti- 
mated at 20 miles a minute.

Canadian Legion Holds Impressive 
Service At Portland, Oregon 

Flags representative of the United 
States, Great Britain and ‘Canada, 
fluttering from a single flagpole, 
symbolized peace among English 
speaking nations at a memorial ser- 
vice of the British Columbia com- 
mand of the Canadian Legion. This 
service was the high point of the 
day's Rose festival program at Port- 
land, Oregon. 

To those of both Canada and the 
United States who died in the World 
War was dedicated the permanent 
cenotaph, from which the flagpole 
spired. 

“This is a gesture of international 
friendship”, said Brig.-Gen. Alex. 
Ross, president of the legion. “It is 
perhaps unique because this is the 
first time a nation has erected a 
memorial to both the dead of a 
neighboring nation and its own 
dead.”

Australian Poet Honored 


Bust Placed In Poet’s Corner Of 
Westminster Abbey 

Adam Lindsay Gordon, national 
poet of Australia, who has been hon- 
ored by his bust being placed in the 
Poet's Corner of Westminster Abbey, 
is the first British Dominions poet to, 
be so commemorated, and the first 
poet so honored since Tennyson, be- 
side whom his bust stands. 

A memorial volume by Mayor 
Douglas Sladden, on ‘whose petition 
the monument has been erected, has 
been published, giving the story of 
Gordon's eventful life, his one love 
affair, and his tragic death. 

Gordon sailed to Australia “in the 
wild old days” and “became succes- 
sively a mounted policeman, a horse- 
backer and trainer, a member of par- 
liament, and the most famous steeple- 
chase rider Australia has ever 
known.” 

He died by his own hand in 1870: 
Burdened with debts, and depressed 
by the news that he had lost the 
case for the recovery of his ancestral 
lands (as head of the Gordons of 
Halihead in Aberdeenshire) he went 
out into the scrub and shot himself— 
the day after he had published. his 
last book of poems, “Bush Ballads 
and Galloping Rhymes.” 


An Unusual Hobby 


Englishman Has Wonderful Collec- 
tion Of Match-Box Tops 

A nephew of Lord Kitchener of 
Khartoum, Major Pat A’Beckett, of 
Ye Old Ploughe Inn, Speen, a Buck- 
inghamshire village, owns the largest 
collection of match-box tops in the 
world. He has 22,000 different tops, 
and they cover every available inch 
of space on all the walls in three 
rooms at his home. He has been 
collecting them for many years, and 
has travelled almost the world over 
in search of new designs. He has 
some of the first match-boxes which 
came into use, and a history of world 
progress can be traced in the color- 
ful designs on the match-box covers 
which form a unique wallpaper at 
his country inn. A few years ago, 
ex-King Alphonso, who is also an en- 
thusiastic match-box top collector, 
paid a visit to Major A’Beckett and 
spent several hours inspecting his 
display. But ex-King Alphonso’s 
collection was limited to a mere 
three thousand!

British Museum Buys Records 


Bible Contains Births Of First Chil- 
dren At Tristan da Cunha 

Bible records of the births of the 
first children at Tristan da Cunha, 
the lonely little British island of vol- 
canic origin in the south Atlantic, 
2,000 miles west of the Cape of Good 
Hope, have just been purchased by 
the trustees of the British museum. 

This Bible, which is an American 
one, dated 1831, was in the family 
of William Glass, the English found- 
er of the Tristan settlement. In now 
faded ink it records Glass’ marriage 
and the birth of 16 children, from 
whom many of the 700 islanders to- 
day are descended: The latest owner 
was Mrs. Annie Glass, a grand- 
daughter of William Glass.

Earlier Mr. Bennett said he had 
been informed the bankers of Can- 
ada were of the opinion that- there 
was no man among them capable 
of taking over the control of the 
central bank. He was opposing a 
move launched. by Maxime Raymond 
(Liberal, Beauharnois), to make the 
Bank of Canada bill reqtire that the 
governor, deputy governor and assist- 
ant deputy governor be Canadians 
domiciled in Canada. 

For commercial banking, Cana- 
dians were as good as any in the 
world, the prime minister declared, 
but none of them had the necessary 
experience with the duties of a cen- 
tral bank to take over the manage- 
ment of such an institution. 

In no other country in the world 
where a central bank operates is a 
greater measure of control exercised 
over that institution by the govern- 
ment than is proposed with respect 
to the Bank of Canada, Mr. Bennett 
told ‘the house. In an exhaustive 
analysis of the history and functions 


of central banks Mr. Bennett replied | 


to many objections and criticisms 
from the opposition. 

He referred particularly to an 
amendment proposed’ by Hon. J. L. 
Ralston (Liberal, Yarmouth-Shel- 
burne), which would give the gov- 


ernment power to appoint four of | 


the seven directors of Canada. The 
amendment came when the Bark of 
Canada bill was_before the house in 
committee. 

The aim of the bill, said Mr. 
Bennett, was to remove the bank 
from possible political influences. In 
general it was in line with the 
modern tendency of financial policy 
which was to regard central banks as 


“great public trusts” rather than as) 


departments of state. 

Mr. Bennett promised to give seri- 
ous consideration to a suggestion 
from Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King, Lib- 
eral leader, that the new bank 
might be able to thwart the wishes 
of the government of the, day in mat- 
ters of trade and fiscal policy. 

Mr. King said he feared this con- 
tingency might arise in the event of 
the directors of the bank, for ex- 


ample, favoring the development of | 
trade within the empire and the gov- | 


ernment wishing to promote general 
world trade. 
He could see no possibility of such

nett, but the government did not 
wish to hand over to the bank any 
measure of control over fiscal policy.

HEPBURN T0 TAKE 
OVER REINS OF 
OFFICE ON JULY 10 


Toronto. — Mitchell _F. Hepburn, 
the youngest man to ever gain the 
premiership of old Ontario, arrived 
here to build up a Liberal cabinet to 
take over the reins of government, 
back in the grasp of the party after 
a lapse of 29 years, 

As the 37-year-old Liberal leader, 
“tired but happy”, rested at his home 
near St. Thomas after a strenuous 
campaign climaxed with a smashing 
victory, discussion of the overwhelm- 
ing downfall of Conservative repre- 
sentatives turned to eager specula- 
tion as to the next steps. 

It appeared the new regime, the 
first Liberal administration since 
1905, would not be in office for three 
weeks, or until about July 10. Pre- 
mier George S. Henry and his min- 
isters, most of them defeated, will 
clean up their desks before tendering 
their resignations to the lieutenant- 
governor. Mr. Hepburn will complete 
his cabinet slate and formulate the 
initial program pefore taking over. 

Date of the advent of beer by the

The committee ventured up an- 
other alley—wages paid in factories 
supplying goods to department 
stores. The Quebec shoe manufac- 
tures were selected from advertise- 
ments run by different stores but 
throughout evidence, went unnamed.

legal minimum. In one department 
of 55 girls, only two made the mini- 
mum wage and boys received $2.50 
and $3 for a week of 52 hours. In 
this factory, 63 per cent. of the men 
were paid 10 cents an hour or less. 
There was an audible gasp in the 
committee room when the auditor 
told of work being done in home by 
adults and children. About $1.50 
would be paid for jobs requiring 10 


hours of adult work although it was 


impossible to say what per centagg 
was done by children. ‘ 

Another plant, dating bac’, to 
1898, discharged women workers 
who could not earn legal minimums 
but, on the other hand, paid ex- 
tremely low wages to men. In the 
two weeks ending April 28, 1934, the 
company had 29 men and boys earn- 
ing less than 10 cents an hour and 
whose weekly average was $2.85. 
One-half the men in the plant earn- 
ed less than $6, the minimum for in- 
experienced women. The average for 
all men, excluding foremen, was $6.71 
a@ week and for women, $7.37.

tion, will be summoned by Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Bruce when Premier 
Henry resigns and asked to form a 
government. He will be sworn in by 
| the lieutenant-governor, and the leg- 
islature, when summoned, will be 
opened by the lieutenant-governor. 

With respect to administrators, 
section 67 of the British North 
America Act states as follows: ‘The 
| governor-in-council may, from time 
to time, appoint an administrator to 
execute the office and functions of 
lieutenant-governor during his ab- 
sence, illness or other inability.”

Those whose memories carry them back to the carly 
nineties will recall the furore created by a book of that 
period, “Looking Backward,” by Edward Béliamy. The 
book recorded the experiences of a young man of 1887,

midst of a smooth-working socialized state, operating 
under rules and conditions utterly unimagined in the 
vompetitive individualistic social warfare of 1887. 

The book “Looking Backward,” is being re-read to- 
day with the livenest interest. In 1887, it was regarded 
us nighly imaginative, and extraordinarily far-tetched. 
.oaay it may be accepted by an increasingly large num- 
ber Of peopie as a reasonabie forecast of what may yet 
ve and what could be, it is roughly in line with what a 
great number ot people are thinking. ‘lhat is the extent 
vr the social progress of numan beings in the past fitty 
years. Otherwise, although we have advanced scienti 
neaily beyond Bellamy’s. imaginings, our sociai con- 
science has seen little development. in the past itty 
years. . aa 

if you doubt it, listen to his description of society 
us duncuoning in that benighted era of 1ss/. “society 
in these days was like a prodigious coacn which the 
masses of humanity were harnessed to, and dragged 
toilsomely aiong a very hilly and sandy road. ‘The driver 
was Hunger, and permitted no lagging. ‘lhe top of the 
coach was covered with people who never got down, even 
at the steepest ascents. Well up out of the dust, tne oc- 
Cupants enjoyed the scenery, or critically discussed tne 
merits of tne stramming hawers. ‘Ine competition for 
inese places on the top was keen, and the rule was that 
i aan could leave his seat as an inheritance to whom- 
ever he wished. ‘lhese seats were very insecure, and 
passengers were constantly slipping off and compeiled to 
nelp drag the coach. This insecurity quite clouded. the 
happiness of those who rode. ,

Text: ‘Psalm 16:8. I have set set 


the Lord always before 1 me because 
He is at my right hand I shall not 
be moved. 

Assurance? Some have it: others 
lack it, Many of us would give a 
good deal to possess it. It has dyna- 
mie qualities and we all need those 
very qualities in our lives. It = is 
interesting to follow the Psalmist. 


‘ Sometimes he is cringing in the: pre- 


sense of his foes: his enemies are 
overpowering him. At other times 
there is the note of assurance. A 
poise and self-control characterize hi3 
entire conduct “The Lord is at my 
right hand I shall not be moved.” 

When Shackleton and his com- 
rades were fighting their slow, im- 
possible way across that frozen land 
chilled to the very soul, with heads 
bowed low against, the icy blizzards, 
stumbling feet and 
half dead with fatigue, they came 
through, so later they confessed to 
one another, though at/the time they 
said no word of it, only because each 
of them felt “Some one else was 
there more than they could see.” 
We, too, have come through so far 
only because there has been Some 
One else beside us, more than w:2 
could see—because always a Voice 
has aroused us when we fell asleep, 
always a Hand has pulled us back 
when, unknowingly, we were totter- 
ing on the sheer edge of some pre: 
cipice, always there hgs been One 
who saved us. 


This sense of being accompanied 
has brought to us assurance and con- 
fidence. We have done what other- 
wise we would never have done. We 
have been inspired to attempt , and 
achieve, We come to know something 
of what the writer meant when he 
penned these words “Heal me at the 
heart and let the world come on.” 


Should I discuss with you the need 
of assurance. I trust 1 am not over- 
stepping the mark when I' take that 
for graated. So overwhelming are 
the facts of life about us that we 
cand awed and cry with Paul “Who 
is sufficient for these things?” Who 
can cope with disease, suffering, 
poverty, unemployment, international 
suypicion and ill-will? The master 
minds of the world are perplexed. 
We need some heartening message, 
some re-assuring experience upon 
which we can stand. We need t» 
learn with Paul “Our sufficiency is 
of God.” 

The Disciples upon the storm toss- 
ed sea cried “Master carest Thou not 
that we perish?” In response He 
arose and rebuked the wind and 
said to the sea “Peace be still.” And 
there was a great calm. A calm on 
the sea but also a caim in_ their 
hearts, They had a new assurance 
from His kindly care for them. We 
need such an assurance. 

What does the Bible and. History 
teach ? 

The salient truth of the Bible is 
that men did have agsurances. Their 
conduct, otieswise unaccountable, 1s 
explained on that ground, Their 
assurances have dynamic qualities. 

Noah pursued the tedious task ol 
building an ark. He wypent onc 
hundred and twenty years jn so do- 
ing and during those years had the 
assurauce of doing God's will. 1 
fancy he o:ten heard the jibe of his 
critics but undismayed he worked on. 
Abraham went out seeking a_ land 
which he would receive for an inheri- 
tance. He had the assurance of 
God’s promise, which cannot fail. 

Joshua succeeded Moses. It was 
he who lead the children of Israel in 
to Canaan and, even though he had 
to fight for possession of the land, 
he had the assurance that it was 
God’s conflict. 

Elijah challenged the prophets of 
Baal to a contest. The god who 
answered by fire was the God in 
Israel. He was confident that Je- 
hovah would triumph. 

Need I speak of the Prophets who 
in the presence of great obstacles, 
uttered their messages. One finds 
in a cursory review of the prophecies 
that the passage ‘The word of the 
is the most fre- 
quently found. They had a trysting 
place with God. The. assurance that 
the Lord stood behind them and that 
they were His mouthpiece is borne 
out in their words and conduct, 

Confident men beget. confidence. 
The Crusaders went forth to res- 
cue the tomb of Christ from the 
Saracens. They felt that the law of 
Divine retribution ought to work out 
against the Turks and in that con- 
fidence they went forth. The ‘Scott- 
ist Covenanzers stood edamant 
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The Christian’s Assurance

against Charles and the signing of the 
covenant- brought a sense of unity, 
Strength, courage and -assurance tu 
them. They were invincible. 

May I speak of the first’ Epistle of 
John as an Epistle of Certainty. 
Written presumably by the aged 
John it is age and maturity speak- 
ing in confidence and assurance to 
younger folks and little children. “I 
write unto you fathers * because ye 
have known Him, that is from th? 
beginning.” I write unto you youuy 
men because ye have over come th: 
wicked one.” I write unto you litt!s 
children because ye have known the 
Father.” “Beloved believe not every 
spirit.” “Beloved if God so loved 
us, we ought “_ to love one 
another.” 

The whole letter teems with conf. 
dence and fatherly assurance, 3%. 
John has been so long on the Mount 
of Conimunion with God that his 
very words when the veil is taken 
off them, shine.” Because He is at 
my right hand I shall not be moyed.” 


There is no iaore ultimate criter. 
ion of truth than that which satis- 
fies one, but this thing must contin- 
ue to satisfy in the most opposite 
circumstances of life. Will assur- 
ances help in dark and bright days 
alike? Will they minister to us in 
the valley as well as on the mount: 
ain top? Certainly they will aid in 
the most diverse circumstances, 

What gains docs Christian Assur- 
ance bring? First one will allay 
jéars. Fear inhabits thougnt, speech 
and action, We fail again and again 
through our fears. } Sometimes we2 
are guilty of suggesting failuro to 
people. ‘lhat is a very wrong thing 
to do. We need to build up assur- 
ances. We must generate confiden-.c 
in people themselves and in a frien/d- 
ly personality who stands behind the 
maze of phenomena and with whoin 
we can ally ourselves. Sometimes 
we hear people speak of nature as 
being ruthless) Friend, if natu:e 
had been rutnies® through the years 
where would we be? Perhaps human 
nature is not as kind ag nature ani 
we have our feara and forebodings. 
We fear disease, want, loss of pres- 


tige, loss of our jon, yes. there are 


a yscore of causes for fear. We need 
assurances to act as sa. eguards, anti- 
dotes. “Beeause I have set th? 
Lord always before me I shall nut 
be moved.” Can we with the Psalm- 
ist find that assurance by placing 
God and His thought as central in 
our lives. Let us read Psalm 97 
and be re-heartened for life’s con- 
flict. “Because he hath set hig lo 
upon Me, therefore will I deliver 
him.” The second gain in assuran © 
will be manifest in zeal and perser- 
enence. People display zeal in any 
new phase of life and work. Yo. 
might enroll an army in a new ciu- 
sade, but the question of staying 
power is of vital importance. We 
give over so easily and every deser- 
ter affects the cause. To set thy 
Lord’s interests before us would re- 
vive and re-enthuse us| We need to 
revaluate the moral struggle and 
have the ¢onviction of ultimate vic- 
tory. That should generate persev- 
erance, 

Again assurance would give poise 
and perypective. One often wonders 
at the poise of our great statemen, 
who muy. live under great strain. 
They are as much at home in world 
affairs as we are in the paltry 
round of our lives. Their policy is 
clear and they feel the cause with 


which they have allied themselves 
is worthy, Under that assurance 
they are indefatigable workers. 


Need we have any fears as to the 
worthwhileness of the things of- 
fered in the religion of Jesus Christ. 

These are trying days. We ap- 
pear to be in much the same position 
in which the disciples found them- 
selves in one occasion. Many hal 
deserted dnd Jesus said “Will ve

Little Journeys In Science 


ANAESTHETICS . 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Acclaimed as “God's greatest 
mercy brought by man to man”, 
ether was first used in surgical oper- 
ations nearly 88 years ago. The first 
demonstration took place in*the Mas- 
sachusetts General hospital at Bos- 
ton on. October 16, 1846, when Wil- 
liam T. G. Morton, a young Boston 
dentist demonstrated that this 
anaesthetic could be used success- 
fully in the performing of operations. 
Although Dr. Morton is credited with 
giving the first demonstration of the) 
use of this anaesthetic before a group | 
of medical men it is understood that 
a Dr. C. W. Long, of Jefferson, Geor- 
gia, had previously used it to some 
extent in his practice. Following Dr. 
Morton’s demonstration, the ‘use--of 
ether was quickly adopted by medical 
men on this continent and abroad. 
This new development brought about 
a great revolution in surgery and did 
away with the gruesome scenes 
which had formerly been associated 
with operations during which the 
patient did not lose consciousness. 

In 1844 Humphry Davy, the Eng- 
lish scientist known throughout the 
world for his invention of the Davy 
Safety Lamp, used by miners, did 
some work with nitrous oxide, better 
known as laughing gas. This gas 
proved to be a satisfactory general 
anaesthetic and is widely used for 
this purpose. 

With the discovery of ether and 
laughing gas, scientists became inter- 
ested in this new field and it was 
not long before chloroform was pro- 
duced, Dr. James G..- Simpson and | 
Thomas Nunnely being. outstanding | 
in this work. } 

Ethelyne; is another anaesthetic | 
which was introduced in later years, | 
and which was found to have many 
advantages for surgical work. 
Acetylene is also used as an anaes- 
thetic, but is not’as common as the | 
others, 

Im addition to .the value of anaes- 
| thetics in relieving suffering during 
| operations, they have benefited hu- 
| manity greatly by making it possible 
for scientists to study various dis- 
eases and to find-cures for them. 
Animals, studied under the influences | 
of anaesthetics have been the objects 
of many -researches which have 
broughi About great benefits to the

_ New, Super-Cunarder 


Surprising Details Of Vessel Now 
Being Built In Clydebank 
Shipyard 
The enormous size of the funnels 
to be placed on the new super- 
Cunarder, now designated as the 534 
in the Clydebank shipyard, Glasgow; 
may be visualized wh compared 
with the various tubes d tunnels 
in operation in New Y¥ City. The 
giant liner’s stacks will be in the 
neikhborhood of 100 feet in circum- 
ference. The diameter will be ap- 
proximately 30 feet. Thus it will be 
greater than any of the following:— 
Holland Tube, 29 feet 6 inches, Penn- 
sylvania R.R. Tubes, 23 feet; East 
River Tubes, 23 feet; New York Cen- 
tral Tunnel, 25 feet; Harlem River 
Tunnel, 15 feet, 9 inches; 60th 

Street Tunnel, 18 feet. 

The forward funnel will be more 
than 70 feet in height from the boat 
deck, the two other funnels decreas- 
ing in height. From the keel to the 
top of the forward funnel will be ap- 
proximately 180 feet, equivalent in 
height to a building of 15. stories. 
The final design of the funnels was 
reached after many demonstrations 
in a specially constructed wind tun- 
nel. More than 30 model funnels 
were testc 1. 

A highly important job is taking 
place in the shipyard in connection 
with the fitting of the immense rud-) 
der. Constructed at Darlington, this 
rudder weighs nearly. 140 tons and is 
by far the largest ever made. It is 
at present in the shipyard at Clyde- 
bank where expert workmen are en- 
gaged in assembling the various com- 
ponent parts. When this job is com- 
pleted and tests carried out to en- 
sure that every detail in the fitting 
is perfect; the rudder will be dis- 
mantled and transported in sections 
to the liner’s berth where it. will be 
re-assembled' and fitted on to the 


uther tests which have been car- 
ried out include those to determine 
the design and form of the liner, in 
which ovér sixteen models were used 
and over four thousand experimental 
runs carried out in the experimental 
tank; the wind tunnel experiment in 
which models of 30 funnels were 
used, to decide the design and shape 
of the great funnels and to make 
sure that the decks and ventilators 
of the ship will be kept clear of fun- 
nel gases and the experiment made 
to ascertain the exact position on the 
bows of the hawsepipes. For the lat- 
ter purpose shipwrights erected in 
the shipyard a wooden replica of the 
immense bow of Number 534 and 
with a model of the hawsepipes and 
another model of the anchors a series 
of tests were made, perfection in 
action being finally achieved.

Agricultural Notes 


Many Items Of Interest To The 
Western Farmer ; 

Tests at the Rowett Institute, 
Scotland, showed that oats made a 
suitable feed for pigs in any form 
except oatdust. 

Pleuropneumonia among goats was 
introduced into Greece from Asia 
Minor in 1920 and has recurred every 
year up to ‘1931. 

During the month of April, 4,866,- 
537 bushels of wheat were ground in 
Canadian mills. The daily capacity 
of mills reporting during the month 
amounted to 96,795 bushels. 

In Canadian first grade creamery 
butter, salting must all be dissolved 
and not over two per cent. in butter 
for the British market unless the 
grader is notified that the butter is 
for a special market. 

The chief object of the new Cana- 
dian rules and regulations governing 
commercial poultry hatcheries is to 
ensure an adequate supply of chicks 
at commercial prices and of such 
quality that they will develop into 
profitable producers on the farms. 

Flour production in Canada for 
the month of April amounted to 1,- 
088,785 barrels, which was higher 
than for the corresponding month of 
last year, when 1,013,486 barrels 
were produced, and ‘slightly above 
the production of the previous month. 

Nitrogen is taken up by plants 
from the soil in the form of nitrates, 
but however abundant the nitrates 
may be .théy cannot be utilized by 
plants without an available supply of 
water because nitrates enter the root 
in solution. 

Studies conducted at the yellow 
fever laboratory of the Rockefeller 
Foundation at Bahia, Brazil, have 
shown that yellow fever virus may 
remain alive in chicken mites and in 
ticks of adult fowls and dogs for a 
considerable period. 

Well over one half of the wheat 
acreage of North Africa is devoted 
to durum wheats, Algeria and Mor- 
occo seeding particularly high pro- 
portions of this kind. The main mar- 
kets for North African wheat are 
found in France and Italy. F 

Remarkably vigorous tomato plants 
have been, grown out of doors at 
Fairbanks, Alaska, under continuous 
daylight for six weeks, despite the 
reports that daily artificial, or arti- 
ficial and daylight exposures of 17 
hours or more are injurious to 
tomatoes. 

Trials at the Kentucky Experiment 
Station of fermenting cornstalks as 
horse manure for 
heating hotbeds indicated certain 
advantages for the cornstalks, such 
as greater uniformity of heat, pio- 
vided the stalks were cut into short 
lengths and thoroughly wetted. 

Experiments in banana breeding 
have been carried on at the Imperial 
College of Tropical Agriculture at 
Trinidad, British West Indies, since 
its inception as the West Indian 
Tropical College in 1922. This is of 
special interest to Canada on account 
of the Dominion’s close business re- 
lations and active participation in 
the banana trade of the West Indies. 
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Care Of Rubber Belting 
Vegetable Castor Oil Will Keep It 
In Good Condition 

A cheap and effective method of 
keeping a rubber belt in condition 
and to prevent slippage is to apply 


{20 to 30 drops of vegetable castor 


oil once a week on a small rubber 
belt, or about one-fourth to one-half 
ounce on a main drive belt. Mineral 
oil of any kind should never be used 
on rubber belts. Most commercial 
belt dressings are not suitable for 
rubber belting and should not be used 
except on the advice of the belting 
manufacturer. Rubber belts should 
be left on the pulleys, day and night, 
rain or shine.
